789. It includes acts such as attempting to influence, 
intimidate or impede any juror, witness or officer to 
any court regarding the discharge of his duty, as well 
as the actual impeding or obstructing of the due admin- 
istration of justice. See 16 A.2d 642,644. When the 
statute reaches beyond interference with the judicial 
process and proscribes as well interference with police 
officers and other such administrative officials, it is 
sometimes called "obstruction of governmental adminis- 
tration". See, e.g., N.¥. Penal Law Sec. 195.05."

Defendant Federal Bureau of Investigation has not timely ~ 
responded to Plaintiff's request for information in accordance 
with provision of the Freedom of Information Act, which severely 
and unduly prevents Plaintiff from appropriately framing deposi= 
tions for oral examination or written questions, written interro- 
gatories, the identification of documents or things to be pro- 
duced for inspection and other purposes, requests for admissions, 
the identification of John Doe Defendants, etc, and amending 
Plaintiff's pleadings appropriately as to issues and defendants.

Campbell v. Johnson, 101 F.Supp. 705,707 (S.D.N.¥. 1951). 


In Societe Internationale v. Rogers, 357 U.S. 197 (1958), 
the Supreme Court concluded that the rather random use 


of these two terms in Rule 37 showed no design to use 
them with consistently distinctive meanings, that 're- 
fused" in Rule 37(b) (2) meant simply a failure to comply, 
and that wilfullness was relevant only to the selection 
of sanctions, if any, to be imposed.

Nevertheless, after the decision in Societe, the court | 

in Hinson v. Michigan Mutual Liability Co., 275 F.2d 

5937 (Sth Cir. 1960) once again ruled that 'refusal' re- 

quired wilfullness. Substitution of ‘failure’ for 're- 

fusal* throughout Rule 37 should eliminate this confusion 
and bring the rule into harmony with the Society Interna- 
tionale decision. See Rosenberg, supra, 58 Col.L.Rev.

"Subdivision (a)(1). This is a new provision making 


clear to which court a party may apply for an order com- 
pelling discovery. Existing Rule 37(a) refers only to 

the court in which the deposition is being taken; never- 
theless, it has been held that the court where the action 
is pending has ‘inherent power' to compel a party deponent 
to answer. Lincoln Laborabories, Inc. v. Savage Labora- 
tories, Inc. 27 F.R.D. 476 (D.Del. 1961)...." 


"Subdivision (a) (3). This new provision makes clear that 


an evasive or incomplete answer is to be considered, for 


purposes of subdivision (a), a failure to answer. The 
courts have consistently held that they have the power 
to compel adequate answers. E.g., Cone Mills Corp, v, 


Joseph Bancroft & Sons, Co., 33 F.R.D. 318 (D.Del. 1963).

On March 23, 1977, Defendant FBI Director Clarence M. Kelley 


wrote Plaintiff, acknowledged receipt of request for informa- 
tion under the Freedom of Information Act, but stated Plaintiff 
would have to wait. Plaintiff has now waited some ten (10) 


months and fears that documents, information, witnesses, etc., 


may become diluted or lost (Arizona v. California, 1934, 54 $.ct. 


735, 292 U.S. 341, 78 L.Ed. 1298), and this information contains 
relevant and material evidence in the within action, and their 
production is necessary for Plaintiff to prepare for trial. 
This motion for order compelling discovery is made upon 

the ground that under the Federal Rules of Civil Procedure 
plaintiff is entitled to receive said answer and to inspect said 
documents, and that defendants are not substantially justified 
in Opposing said discovery by delay and thereby require plain- 


tiff to obtain this motion to compel. 


The Information requested from Defendant FBI is not privi- 


leged, and is material and competent to give Plaintiff opportunit 


to appropriate prepare his lawsuit (Arizona v. California, supra) 


Plaintiff has substantial need of these materials in the prepara-| 


tion of his case and that he is unable without undue hardship to 
obtain the substantial equivalent of the materials by other 


means. 


"It is common knowledge that the lapse of time is replete 
with hazards and unexpected events. This is so regard- 
less of the age, health or general status of an individ- 
ual, ... " Petition of Frnst, D.c.cal. 1942, 2 F.R.D. 
447, 451. 

Plaintiff views this long delay in answering a refusal or 
failure to answer on the part of Defendant Federal Bureau of 
Investigation Director Kelley. 

The 1970 Amendment to F.R.Civ.P. Rule 26, "General Provi- 


Sions Concerning Discovery", rests on the principle that ... 


“one party's initiation of discovery should not wait upon the 
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other's completion, ..." (Advisory Committee Note, 48 F.R.D. at 





2 507), and Plaintiff does not know what Defendant FBI has been 

3 doing - but Plaintiff feels ten (10) months is enough.

POSSIBLE DISRUPTION OF INAUGURAL CEREMONY 
OF CALIFORNIA GOVERNOR RONALD REAGAN 

TO OCCUR JANUARY 4, 1971, 

AT SACRAMENTO, CALIFORNIA 





On December 4, 1970, a source who has 
furnished reliable information in the past advised

At this conference it was — 
decided to form a new organization to be known as Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM}, characterized as a mass anti-imperialist 
youth organization, said organization being proposed as 
separate and distinct in form ana content from SDS. The 
"Principles of Unity" adopted by the conference included a 
struggle against white Supremacy and male supremacy; fights 
against imperialism, anticommunism, fascism and oppression 
of youth; and support cf the right of self-determination of 
all “oppressed nations," also support of the right of all 
‘oppressed and exploited" peovles "to armed self-defense.” 
It was agreed that RYM would not be a Marxist~-Leninist 
organization; however, source said this was decided in order 
to indicate an organization broad enough in form to be 
acceptable to everyone. A temporary National Steering 
Committee (NSC) made un of eight females and two males was 
elected to govern RYM until national officers could be 
elected during the Spring of 1970. 


j RYM publications have listed the RYM National Office 
(NO) at Post Office Box 5421 and Post Office Box 77012 C, 
bo.n Atlanta, Georgia, and a second source has advised that 
the NO has no office space but would probably be considered as 
located at Apartment 27, 1067 Alta Avenue, Northeast, Atlanta.

a revolutionary youth movement. SDS moved from involvement 
in the civil rights struggle to an anti-Vietnam war position 
to advocacy of a militant anti-imperialist line linking up 
the oppressed peoples cf Asia, Africa and Latin America 

with the black liberation movement in the United States. 

All major factions within SDS embrace Marxism-Leninism 

and identify internationally with China, Cuba and North Vietnam 
as ccuntries leading the worldwide struggles against the 
United States. However, the Soviet Union was regarded as 
imperialist and with the Communist Party, United States of 
America, "revisionist" in nature. 


SDS operated under a national constitution which 
called for an annual National Convention (NC) and quarterly 
National Council meetings wherein programs were initiated 
and debated. Three national officers were elected annually 
with a National Interim Committee to run the organization. 
Regional offices and college chapters elected delegates to 
the national meetings but each functicned independently on 
local matters. Its official publication "Fire" (formerly 
"New Left Notes") last appeared in December 1969. 


Internal factionalism of serious proportions 
developed during 1968 - 1969 and the following three factions 
evolved as a result of a split at the June 1969, Nc:

WEATHERMAN 


Initially called the "Action Faction," Weatherman 
came into being immediately before the June 1969, Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS) National Convention (NC). 

At this NC Weatherman won all three national officer positions 
and a majority of the National Interim Committee as well. 
Subsequently, they took over the SDS National Office (NO) 

in Chicago, and controlled its funds, paper and national © 
records. Although internal struggle existed until late 1969, 
Weatherman for all major purposes controlled SDS nationally 
from June 1969, until its NO closed in February 1970. At 

this time it no longer considered itself part of SDS. — 


The term Weatherman emerged from an ideological 
paper prepared by its leaders entitled "You Don't Need a 
Weatherman to Know Which Way the Wind Blows" ("New Left 
Notes" June 18, 1969). This statement outlined the basic 
Stance of Weatherman: Marxist-Leninist in content but with 
strong advocacy that action not theory would bring about 
revolution in the United States. This posture was complemented 
with an international identification to the Cuban revolution 
and Castro's statement that the duty of a revolutionary is

- During October 1969, Weatherman riots in | 
Chicago resulted in more than 260 arrests for mob action 
and related charges. A program of armed struggle was 
finalized during a December 1969, "War Council" wherein 
terrorist tactics and political assassination were 
contemplated. The basic strength of Weatherman was then 
revealed to be some 300 ~ 350 nationally and geographically 
apportioned to the Midwest, New York, and some Northwest. 


As its rhetoric of visdlence escalated, Weatherman 
leaders increasingly discussed the necessity of an underground 
operation wherein more than 90 percent of the organization 
would be submerged; “affinity groups" of three - five members 
would function independently.

At this conference it was — 
decided to form a new organization to be known as Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM}, characterized as a mass anti-imperialist 
youth organization, said organization being proposed as 
separate and distinct in form ana content from SDS. The 
"Principles of Unity" adopted by the conference included a 
struggle against white Supremacy and male supremacy; fights 
against imperialism, anticommunism, fascism and oppression 
of youth; and support cf the right of self-determination of 
all “oppressed nations," also support of the right of all 
‘oppressed and exploited" peovles "to armed self-defense.” 
It was agreed that RYM would not be a Marxist~-Leninist 
organization; however, source said this was decided in order 
to indicate an organization broad enough in form to be 
acceptable to everyone. A temporary National Steering 
Committee (NSC) made un of eight females and two males was 
elected to govern RYM until national officers could be 
elected during the Spring of 1970. 


j RYM publications have listed the RYM National Office 
(NO) at Post Office Box 5421 and Post Office Box 77012 C, 
bo.n Atlanta, Georgia, and a second source has advised that 
the NO has no office space but would probably be considered as 
located at Apartment 27, 1067 Alta Avenue, Northeast, Atlanta. 


Second source advised that women dominated the 
founding conference and have continued to dominate NSC 
meetings to the point that “women's liberation’ has apparently 
become the RYM's principal issue - also that RYM's poor 
financial condition has resulted in its failure to publish 
a paper. During early 1970, RYM has decided to cater to 
the working class rather than youth, since the potential for 
for social revolution lies in workers.

Known as SDS, came into existence at a founding convention 
held during June 1962, at Port Huron, Michigan. From an 
initial posture of "participatory democracy, Marxist- 
Leninist ideology of varicus shadings became predominant 


during 1968-1969 with debate centering on how best to create 


a revolutionary youth movement. SDS moved from involvement 
in the civil rights struggle to an anti-Vietnam war position 
to advocacy of a militant anti-imperialist line linking up 
the oppressed peoples cf Asia, Africa and Latin America 

with the black liberation movement in the United States. 

All major factions within SDS embrace Marxism-Leninism 

and identify internationally with China, Cuba and North Vietnam 
as ccuntries leading the worldwide struggles against the 
United States. However, the Soviet Union was regarded as 
imperialist and with the Communist Party, United States of 
America, "revisionist" in nature. 


SDS operated under a national constitution which 
called for an annual National Convention (NC) and quarterly 
National Council meetings wherein programs were initiated 
and debated. Three national officers were elected annually 
with a National Interim Committee to run the organization. 
Regional offices and college chapters elected delegates to 
the national meetings but each functicned independently on 
local matters. Its official publication "Fire" (formerly 
"New Left Notes") last appeared in December 1969. 


Internal factionalism of serious proportions 
developed during 1968 - 1969 and the following three factions 
evolved as a result of a split at the June 1969, Nc: 
Weatherman, Worker Student Alliance (WSA), and Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM). The effect of the split on SDS chapters 
throughout the country was ‘divisive. Some aligned with one 
or the other of the three major factions. vues, unable to 
identify with any faction, disassociated with SDS completely

WEATHERMAN 


Initially called the "Action Faction," Weatherman 
came into being immediately before the June 1969, Students 
for a Democratic Society (SDS) National Convention (NC). 

At this NC Weatherman won all three national officer positions 
and a majority of the National Interim Committee as well. 
Subsequently, they took over the SDS National Office (NO) 

in Chicago, and controlled its funds, paper and national © 
records. Although internal struggle existed until late 1969, 
Weatherman for all major purposes controlled SDS nationally 
from June 1969, until its NO closed in February 1970. At 

this time it no longer considered itself part of SDS. — 


The term Weatherman emerged from an ideological 
paper prepared by its leaders entitled "You Don't Need a 
Weatherman to Know Which Way the Wind Blows" ("New Left 
Notes" June 18, 1969). This statement outlined the basic 
Stance of Weatherman: Marxist-Leninist in content but with 
strong advocacy that action not theory would bring about 
revolution in the United States. This posture was complemented 
with an international identification to the Cuban revolution 
and Castro's statement that the duty of a revolutionary is

to make revolution. 


- During October 1969, Weatherman riots in | 
Chicago resulted in more than 260 arrests for mob action 
and related charges. A program of armed struggle was 
finalized during a December 1969, "War Council" wherein 
terrorist tactics and political assassination were 
contemplated. The basic strength of Weatherman was then 
revealed to be some 300 ~ 350 nationally and geographically 
apportioned to the Midwest, New York, and some Northwest. 


As its rhetoric of visdlence escalated, Weatherman 
leaders increasingly discussed the necessity of an underground 
operation wherein more than 90 percent of the organization 
would be submerged; “affinity groups" of three - five members 
would function independently. In February 1970, Weatherman 
leaders announced @ program of "strategic sabotage’ with 
police and military installations as primary targets. 


In February 1970, Weatherman abandoned the 
SDS NO, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois, and 
throughout the country entered an underground status. 
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WORKER STUDENT ALLIANCE/PROGRESSTVE LABOR PARTY 


A source advised during August 1969, that at 
the National Convention (NC) of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) held in Chicago, Illinois, during June 1969, 
a split arose between the Progressive Labor Party (PLP) and 
the National Office (NO), the NO becoming known as the 
Weatherman faction. The PLP faction drew the Largest 
support among those in attendance at the NC. 


Source further advised that during late Summer, 
1969, the PLP faction of SDS established its National 
Headquarters (NH) on the second floor of a loft-~type 
building at 173A Massachusetts Avenue, Boston, Massachusetts. 
The campaign on which the PLP faction centered was to build 
a worker student alliance or & campus worker student 
alliance. Thus, they adopted the names of Worker Student 
Alliance (WSA) or Campus Worker Student Alliance. 


Source stated that the "New Left Notes," printed 
in New York City, is tne official publication of the WSA 
faction. 
A second source advised during January 1970, 
that within the SDS, the WSA is a caucus of which the PLP 
constitutes the leadership. 


A third source advised during July 1970, that 
during demonstrations staged in the Boston area during the 
Spring and Summer of 1970 by the NH, the main theme of 
previous demonstrations staged by the NH shifted from 
protestations of the Vietnam War and other United States 
foreign policy matters to attacking domestic issues such 
as racism and unemployment and demonstrating support of 
the "workers! struggle."

On Januar} 25, 1967, and January 26, 1967, 
Mr. WALTER GLOVER, Director of Plant Security, Warner 
Brothers Pictures, Ine., advised he had caused a search 
to be made of the records of this studio for the history 
of the applicant's employment by Warner Brothers and had 
determined the applicant initially was employed by this 
studio as an actor effective May 24, 1937.

According to Mr. GLOVER, the employment records 
further noted that the applicant graduated from college 
(name not indicated) in 1932 and that from February, 1933, 
until June, 1937, the applicant was employed as a Sporta 
Announcer by the Central Broadcasting Company, Des Moines, 
Iowa. The applicant also noted he was a Second Lieutenant 
in the U. 5S. Cavalry Reserve. The records contained nothing 
unfavorable concerning the applicant and contained no 
additional pertinent information. 
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Mr. GLOVER said that he. personally knew the 
applicant during the time the applicant was under contract 
with this studic. The applicant's mother, NELL, also 
was well known at the studio because for many years she 
ran the applicant's office at Warner Brothers and handled 
the applicant's Tan mail. Mr. GLOVER said he did not 
recall applicant's brother, NEIL, although the records 
indicated he was an employee of Warner Brothers in 1937.

I called the newspaper 
and said I am not accustomed to writing to 
editors, but would like to explain my position, 
and he laughed and said, ‘You needn't bother, 
you are about the fiftieth person that has 
called with the same idea, including most of 
the legitimate doctors who had also been listed 
as sponsors of that affair.’ 


The Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Comnittee 
was cited by the Attorney General of the 
United States under the provisions of 
Executive Order 10450. 
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The "Daily People's World” is: a former 
daily west coast Communist Party publication. 


The July 15, 1949, edition of the "Washington 
Times Herald,” Washington, D.¢., newspaper, carried an 
article entitled, “Probers Told ROBESON is a ‘Veteran 
Red'." This article reflects that MANNING JOHNSON, 
an ex-Communist Party leader, told Congress on July 14, 
1949, that PAUL ROBESON had been a member of the 
Comminist Party for many years. JOHNSON said he met 
ROBESON frequentiy at the Communist Party headquarters 
in New York, where ROBESON held secret meetings with 
EARL BROWDER, WILLIAM Z. FOSTER, and J. PETERS. 


The July 17, 1951, issue of the "Examiner," 
a Los Angeles daily newspaper, contained an item entitled 
"Filmiand Fight on Reds Told." The item stated that 
RONALD REAGAN, actor and Screen Actor's Guild President, 
was one of three spokesmen who told how Hollywood anti- 
Communist organizations in "1946 beat the Reds at their 
own game of organizing cells, outstaying them at meetings, 
and using parliamentary procedure to further their aims." 


The "Times," a Los Angeles daily newspaper, 
on June 10, 1957, carried an item regarding the awarding to 
RONALD REAGAN, screen and television star, of the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Humane Letters by his Alma Mater 
Eureka College, Eureka, Illinois. Among cther things, the 
school cited the actor's understanding and courage in 
recognizing and exposing Communists and their influence 
during his term as President of the Screen Actor's Guild. 
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| In April, 1946, Mr. HARVEY WOLF, a Communist 
Party member from 1933, to 1934, who died January 13, 1964, 
advised that RONALD REAGAN, screen actor, was listed as a 
sponsor and director of the Los Angeles Committee for a 
Democratic Far Eastern Policy. 


The Committee for a Democratic Far Bastern 
Policy has been designated by the Attorney General 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 


The "Los Angeles News" issue, April 29, 1946, 
contains an article concerning the California State 
Convention of the American Veterans Committee which was 
held April 26, 1946, through April 28, 1946. ‘This article 
reflects that film actor RONALD REAGAN is a member cf the 
American Veterans Committee and was a toastmaster at a 
luncheon session of the convention. 


The Fourth Report of Un-American Activities in 
California which is a report of the Joint Fact Pinding 
Committee to the 1948 Regular California Legislature, 
dated at Sacramento, 1943, on Page 43, lists among other 
organizations, the American Veterans Committee, which is 
typical of organizations"faced with consistent Communist 
disruption and confusion.” The report states that the 
California Section of the American Veterans Committee falis 
into the Communist dominated class and is a4 vociferous, 
decadent minority in national AVC affairs.” 


The "Daily People's World" issue of September 7, 
1946, on Page 3, contains an article stating that RONALD

Another YOUNGER spokesman, however, said the state 
police, under HICKEY, were primarily responsible for 
REAGAN's security, and thet YOUNGER mihgt not have 
been informed of other threats involving the MANSON 
Family.

One of the threats involved an alleged message from 
MANSON, ithen in prison, to LYNETTE (SQUEAKY) FROMME, 
according to an undercover agent. Miss FROMME, a 

Family member, was indicted in Sacramento yesterday 
for pointing a pistol at President FORD last Friday. 
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HICKEY said the alleged MANSON Family threats came 

at a time when Mrs. REAGAN aliready had been threat- 
ened wiht "maiming and killing" and that she already 
was receiving "full-time, around-the~clock protection." 


HICKEY emphasized, however, that he personally 
did not have information that CHARLES MANSON ordered

The writer and SA JOSEPH T. SHEEHAN made contact 
on instant date with sheriff's deputy DOUGLAS DAUGHENBAUGH, 
Los Angeles County Sheriff's Office (ASO) Substation, 
Malibu, California. DAUGHENBAUGH advised that at” 
approximately 7:40 AM on this date he was contacted by an 
officer (FNU) KAISER, Santa Monica Police Department, who 
advised that he had just received a call from an anonymous 
caller concerni ossible sighting of the Synbionese 
Liberation Arm 7 (SLA) fugitives. According to DAUGHENBAUGH, 
KAISER advised that the anonymous caller, who said he was 
unwilling to furmish his name because he did not wish to 
become involved, advised that at approximately 10:30 Ti 
the previous night (5/27/74) be observed approximately 
five people’in the vicinity of the northwest corner of 
the Twentieth Century Movie Ranch, which is located in 
Malibu Canyon near “the intersection of Las Virgenes Road 
and Mulholland Drive.

by LASO deputies that SLA fugitives were possibly in the 
area of the Twentieth Century Ranch. TORPIN took the writer 
and SA SHEEHAN on a tour of the ranch, which was noted to be 
very extensive in sige. It was also noted that much of the 
terrain on the ranch is very rugged and TORPIN confirmed 
that sn individual could hide out in this area for an 
extensive period of time without being observed.
